It 
will be the laying of the comer stone of 
the JelTerson Davis monument under 
the nu8|)ices of the Daughters of the 
L'onferleracy, those noble women who 
have done .so inui'h to kec|i the tnemo- 
rieji of the heroet of l.siil green snd sa- 
cred.
